Euery man knoweth, that after 
the great troubles happened aboute 
matters of religion ( where with it 
is moſte manifeſt that manpe abu- 
linge the naturall goodneſſe of our 
kinges, haue ſerued their owne tur- 
nes io eſtabliſhe # to maſntein their 
greatnes and honour), Finallpe in 
the moneth of Januarpe laſte paſte, 
there was and edicte oꝛ decree made 
by his maieſtie, to rule and oꝛder 
both the partes, with the aduiſe of 
the moſt notable and beſt choſen aſs 
ſemblpe that the kinge coulde choſe 
in all his parlements. 

This decre and commaundement 
being ſhoꝛtlp after publiſhed, in the 
moſt part of the parlements of this 
Realme , gane a great hope of reſt 
and quietnes as the effect declared: 
and no donbt. i' p parlement of Pas 
ris had not vſed ſuche a delay, the 
tranquillitie of p towne and of the 
whole parlement therof had bene, t 
ſhoulde pet haue bene muche moze 
then we ſe it now to be.

The let ot this publication hathe 
engendzed by tuſte occaſion diuers 
ſuſpictons , that that was not done 
wout great p2actiſe whiche tended 
to a further ende, whiche thing was 
cofirmed by the goings # comwings 
and dzikts of the pꝛouoſte of the Mar 
chauntes of Paris, with the parcta- 
lities that euerpe man knew to bee 
betwenc the pꝛeſidents and counſat- 
lers ot the ſaidcourte.Alſo p ali men 
knew how the Conſtable being ſu- 
ed vnto and layed bpon by ccrtaine 
parcial Marchaũts had filled the w 
à certain hope vᷣ this decre cocerning 
religion, ſhould not continue long: 
Hot withſtandinge, ö moued not 5 
ſaid loꝛd pꝛinte anp thing at all. no2 
pct others of the refozmed churches, 
to ſape oz do any thing that ſhoulde 
trouble the comon guietncs of this 
realme : but in the middſt of an infi- 
nite number of violences # outragt- 
dus w2onges wherof they could ne- 
uer haue iuffice, thet haue taried r lo 
ked foꝛ the iſſue of the publication w 
the greateſt modeſtie and pacience

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This publication being made at a 
ris with great, earneſt, and impoz⸗ 
tunate ſupte, and rather by p2ayer 
and requeſt than by the commann- 
dement of the king o2 of the quene. 
Wheſapdlozd pꝛince after a greuo- 
us ſickenes , toke hys leaue of the 
king andthe queene, in hope to reſt 
bim ſelfe a whyle at his houſe, 
_-, Jnthe meane tyme newes were 
— bꝛoughte of the crueli and hozrible 
butcheripe laughter committed at 
Wallye in the pꝛeſence and compa⸗ 
ny of þ duke of Gupſe, where were 
moſt ty2zannonly ſlapne many of the 
kinges ſubiectes , as well men as 
women and childzen , whiche were 
aſſembled togyther to heare a Ser- 
mon, and to pꝛap vnto God, folow- 
ing the religion and pure wo2de of 
god, which p ſapd lozd pꝛynce main 
tapneth with them, and truſfeth ts 
maypntayne vnto death, by all mea- 
nes lawfull. 

This cruelty thus repozted at Ma 
ris, moued in ſund2fe wpſe, the one 
partye and the other, in ſuche fo2te 
that there was euen at that _ 

great 
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greate likelyhode that ſome greate 
miſchefe woulde enſue of it, the ru⸗ 
mour being ſpꝛedde abzode that the 
ſapde Duke of Gupſe came in ar⸗ 
mour t w a great company beyng 
determined to roote bp and deſtrope 
all the congregations whiche thep 
call of the newe religion, the wht- 
che alſo fo2 their part, conſydering 
that the kings decre and pzdinance 
ſemed not to be able to maintapne 
them againſt the fozce, violence and 
rage of their enemies, ſtode attheir 
defence hauinge firſte ſente to the 
Quene certayne men of learnpnge 
and bertue , fo2 to demaunde of her 
iuſtice foꝛ the murder committed in 
the ſayd place of waſſy, Thys was 
the cauſe why the ſapd io2d Peince 
beinge at that tyme in good houre 
arrpued at Paris, fo2 to goe to his 
houſe, and deſyzinge to remedie th 

inconnentences that thꝛeatened the 
towne of Paris, went at the com 
maũ dement ot the Queene to meete 
the king « her at Bonceaur , where 
he told them what he-fcarev,ant ad- 
-yertiſed them that —_— —

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of trouble it ſhould be good that the 
Duke of Gupſe whom men ſapd did 
come with great power, and with a 
great company armed withſtadinge 
the kinges decree and o2denaunce, 
at the leſt ſhonlde not paſſe thꝛough 
the ſapde towne of Paris, whyche 
thing was found good by the quene 
and vpon occaſion ſhe w2ote vnts 
him with her owne hand. 

Now the ſaide Pꝛince hoped that 
the ſaid duke of Gupſe woulde haue 
obepd the Nueene , and whiche is 
moꝛe, that in laping a ſpde his wea 
pons would haue ſubmitted himſelf 
with ali his companpe, to the ozder 
of iuſtice equalpe obferucd in this 
realme, as well in the bchalfe of the 
leſt as of the greateſt when they be 
accuſed of anpe crime, and that he 
woulde haue come ſtraighte to the 
kinge and the quene with al humi⸗ 
litie, accozding to his dutie: But it 
chauncedclene contrarp-fo2 making 
no other anſwere , but that he was 
buſyed at Mantuil in feaſtinge his 
krendes, he went ſtrayght to Paris

ſhewing any ſigne o2 tokt that thei 
were diſpicaſed anp thing at it. 
Nowe the ſapd 102d p2tnce beyng 
retourned from Bonceaur the days 
befo2e,as is ſapd , fully determined 
to noe on his iournep towarde hys 
houſe, and being ſoddenlye aduerti⸗ 
ſed of the comming of the ſapd duke 


of Guyle with ſuch a companye and 


route armed, determined lpke a 
p2pnece of the bloode ropall foz the 
ſerupte of the kynges Maieſtie, and

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ko ſee and pꝛoupde foz that whiche 


the ſodepneſſe of ſuche a matter re- 
quired , folowpnge the pꝛapers and 
inſtaunt requeſt of an infinite num 
ber of pooꝛe men, fearpnge that it 
ould happe to them as it did vnto 
thoſe of Maſſpe. And foz this cauſe 
t eſfecte, where as he neuer thought 
of any ſuche thynge befoꝛe, finding 
in his company a certapne ſmal nu - 
ber of gentle men, then meting to⸗ 


gether at paris aboute certaine af- 


fap:es , p2ofeffinge the ſame religi⸗ 
on that he doth , pꝛaped them to ac⸗ 
pany him to the pꝛeaching of godds 
worde, appoynted and furniſhed as 
muche as was requiſite foz thepr 
owne defence, wall modeſt ie „ ho- 
neſtie and ſimplicitie. And al this cs 
pany was but. C C. hoꝛſe, compting 
the gentelmen & ſeruãts of the ſayd 
pꝛinte: others alſo there were dwel⸗ 
ling inthe ſaid to wne, haunting 02- 


dinarilp the pꝛeaching of the worde 


of God, wWhiche wente and came 

without offendynge anye man in 

Wozde oz deede. 5 
The 
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The moꝛo we after, bycauſe that 
the lapd Duke of guple in ſteade of 
going ſtrayght to the court began to 
fo2tifye him ſelfe moꝛe and moze in 
the ſaide to wne, the ſapd lozd pꝛinte 
dpd alſo the lpke fo2 the defence of 
thoſe of the refozmed church þ which 


ſemed( with Juſte occaſion) to think - - 


that all the ſapde fo2ce and krength 
wasagainſt them, tonſpdering the 
late deede of Wally , and that there 
was in this realme no warre beſide 
the common repoꝛt, that men went 
aboute to make at Paris a newe de- 

cree fo2zmably contrary to the firſt. 
Beſpdes all this, pou muſte note 
tbat the ſapde Duke of Guyple, con- 
tpnupng his courſe and trade with 
the Conftable and marſhall Sapnete 
Andze and certapne other of thepz 
companpons without the authoꝛitie 
of the Rynge and quene and whiche 
is moꝛe, not making them pꝛpupe 
to anpe thing, althoughe the ſtate 
ok the realme requpꝛed not anp ex⸗ 
traozdinarpe pꝛouiſpon, kept nener- 
theles his counſeil ftpl} , wherin 
ſate certaine pzeſydents of the court 
officers

offycers of the kinges „the pꝛouoſte 
and Bourgeſes of the towne , euen 
as thonghe hb: had bene maiſter ans 
- Jo2de oi this realme. A thinge truly 
very ſtrangen, and ſuffpcient to de⸗ 
clare and ſhe we, that there was a⸗ 
monge them ſome pꝛactpſes and ſe- 
trete enterpꝛiſes. Foꝛ as foꝛ the con 
ſtable he was departed from ß court 
ſpre weekes befoze bepnge greatly 
diſcontend with the quene, bycauſe 
ſhe would not endure no2 ſuffer hys 

ſtrang facions and maner of doing. 
And ſynce that tyme , fo2 to re⸗ 
nenge him ſelfe,bepnge departed fro 
his houſe to go to Paris to hold this 
goodip counſell, mett the Ringe and 
the QAuene in the wape nepther ſalu 
ting them, noꝛ pet ſtaping fo2 them 
made as thoughe he had not know- 

en them. 

On the other parte alſo , the mar⸗ 
hal of Saint Andꝛe not long befo2e 
theſe thyngs was not content to dil 
obepe the erpꝛeſſe commanndement 
p the Nneene had apuen hym to ge 
kurthw to his charge of gouernemet 
but in the open counſel , _— 
er 
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her ſo arrogantly and p2owdly that 
men might eaſely percepue v he le⸗ 
aned vpon ſome counſell, and pꝛiupe 
intelligence. 

Moꝛe than this , the ſapde Duke 
of Gupſe cuen at the begpnninge of 
his comminge to Paris in ſteade of 
going ſtreyght to the court,dyd em⸗ 
plope all the frendes he had, and 
ſought all meanes he coulde to kepe 
the QAueene at Fontayne bleaux, foz 
feare ſhe ſhulde go to Daleans, wet 
neuertheles hauinge obtained that 
whiche he had moſts inſtantly requi 
red, he ſturrpd not fo2 all that from 
Paris: and helped him ſelfe wyth a 
newe ercuſe, bycauſe that the ſayde 
Lo2de pzince was there alſo accom- 
panped wyth a greate number of 
gentpll men, and that the towne 
fearinge to be ſpopled and ſaccadged 
bad deſpꝛed and pꝛaped hym to tar- 
rye there foz to defende it, and thus 


doing 
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dopnge he hathe p2inilye rebuked 
the ſaide Lozde p2ynce of to bila- 
nous an intent and purpoſe . But 
the contrarye was ſone pertepued. 
Feoꝛ the ſayde lozde p2ince to take 
from hym all pzetence , oꝛ colour in 
any thinge, bp and by offred hym by 
the Cardynall of Bourbon his bꝛo⸗ 
ther and gouernour of Parts to go 
oute at one gate whan he ſhoulds 
goe oute at the other. 

And than afterward being ad- 
uertpſed that the Queene deſp2ed 
that bothe the companpes -myghte 
goe oute, and that fo2 thys purpoſe 
the king of Nauarre ſhould be come 
into the towne of Paris, he was 
ſo readye and wilipnge to obepe this 
tommaundement , that althoughe 
he had bene ſycke the ſpace of two 
dayes in hys bedde, yet he depar- 
ted quyckely wyth hys companye 
ſtrapgbte towarde hys houſe of [a

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Ferte , from whence he hoped to 


haue (ent them awape incontinent 


pk the ſayde Duke of Guiſe had done 
the lpke. 

Howe the ſapde Duke of Guyſe 
cleane contrarpe ſhewepng in effec 
with hys complyces, that by the wil 


ling departure of the ſapde Lode . 


pꝛynte, he had gotten that he loked 
fo2, went to the Kinge with all hys 
koꝛte and armped power as in þ time 
of warre and againſt his greateſt e- 


nempes, a thinge truly, not ſeneno;

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And ta thintent that this may be pet 
better knowen and vnderſtode of all 
true ſubiectes and faithful ſeruants. 
The laid loꝛd pꝛince beſides that he 
declareth things paſt deſpꝛeth al mẽ 
to be aduertiſed of the enterpziſes 
which is verp eaſp to coniecture and 
gather, which the kozdſald men doe 
pzetend toerecute, to the intent that 
if they be put in effect by the , no mi 
can doubte but ; thep are very ene- 
nites to the king and to his crowne, 
and on the other ſide ik there be other 
let them haue ſo much the moꝛe cer⸗ 
taine meancs to declare & ſhewe it 
in abſtaining kr ſuche enterpꝛiſes. 
That is, that hauing beſet,and then 
caried to Peleum p kinge, the quene 
the pong duke of D2leans,and thoſe 
which they thought good with ar⸗ 
med men , to eniope them at their 
pleaſure thep entend to helpe them 
ſelues with their authozitie againſt 
the ſaide Lo2de pꝛinte, and all other 
which wit hſtand and reſiſt theyꝛ en- 
terpꝛiſes, declarpnge them culpable 
ok that which they them ſelues haue 


alreadpe partlpe executed and ow. 
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and whereof the ſayde loꝛde P2price 
neede not take the papne to ercuſe 
him ſelfe: ſeynge the erperience and 
p2ofe ſheweth ſufficientlye that all 
the dayes of his lpfe hc hath mylly⸗ 
ked and deſpyſed all that thep haue 
ſsught and ſewed fo2,that haue gro⸗ 
wen and encreaſed ſo ſone into ruch 
an honour x greatneſfe-that there is 
none but Judgeth with al the ſtates 
ofthis realme that it is muche moze 
reaſonable to demande of them the 
cauſe of it , than it tan be eaſpe fog 
them to giue a reaſon why. 

And ik the ſayde Duke of Guyſe 
with his, fynde them ſelues vnfaultp 
in this behalf, they ſhall do much foz 
them to purge themſelues of it accoꝛ 
ding to y requeſt that þ eſtats haue 
made therin, in ſteade of troublynge 
both heauen and earth, and to gyue 
this accaſpon to men to thpnke that 
they feare nothing moꝛe than to en⸗ 
ter into this matter. 
| The occaſyon of that coun 
ſell is eupdente ynoughe , to weetg 
to the intente that all lettes 
beynge taken awape, they mygbte 
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diſpoſe t rule the realme of Frafice 
at their pleaſure,and foz aſmuch ag 
to attapne to theſe ende and purpo- 
ſes, they knowe they muſte haue o⸗ 
ther avde and ſhozes, men ſape that 
their d2ift and policie is, to roote vp 
and deſtrop all thoſe of the refoꝛzmed 
churches, that is to ſap all thei that 
reſiſt them, in makynge a certapne 
newe decree at thepꝛ owne wyll, by 
the meanes of certain hyꝛed and ſus 
boꝛned perſons, as well of the Par⸗ 
lement of Paris as of elles where, 
fo the intent that the other parte 
ſhoulde bee as it were indebted to 
them, in ruynpnge at the leaſt halfe 
the rcalme,fo2 to haue it rather half 
at their deſp2e, than to ſee it entope 
whollye the quietnes and reſte ſo 
muche deſp2ed of all good men, and 
as reiected of thoſe whiche nener 
made thetr p2ofit but with the 
loſſe and domage of another 
man, and of the rut- 
ne of the com- 
mons. 
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manp other whiche time ſhall 
diſcouer pᷣ ſaid lo2d p2ince pꝛo 
teſteth this that foloweth befoꝛe the

uing the ſaid men of p houſe of guiſe 
which now will truſt x beleue their 
obone particular aduiſes . It cannot 
fayle to be ſuch as mẽ ſe it to be if it 
were no moꝛe but to iuſtify þ cruelty 
mo2e than barbarous, which was c< 
mptted in the ſayd place of Wafſye, 
Alſo the ſaid loꝛd pꝛinte with a good 
nũ ber of other pꝛices, knights, lo2dg 
of the counfel, captaines, gentillmé, 
men of warre, me of Juſtice, « lawe, 
marchants, and men of the thꝛee e- 
ffates of this realme, moſte affectus 
ouſly beſecheth and requireth with 
all his hart all good faithful & truſty 
ſubiects and ſeruants of his maieſtie 
carefully and diligetly to ſee.reade, 
and wap al theſe fo2eſatd things, fo2 
feare that leſt vawares in ſteade of 
ſuccozing and apding the kynge 
the quene ⁊æ my loꝛds her childꝛen, in 
their capttuitie they be by p pzadiſcs 
| and 
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and falſe aduertiſements of the ene⸗ 
mies ol ppeacet tranquillitle of this 
realme ,b2ought to be y miniſters of 
$deſtructio of p ſame. And to pꝛeuent 
and wſtand theſe things he pꝛapeth 
them to help him and to ſtaye vp the 
tro lone of France now fallen downe 
ik god or his infinite mercy lifte it not 
bp again whervnto after hanig, cal 
ledbpo his grace he craueth p aide p 
aſſiſtance # fanour of al kigs p2ices 
and potentates alpes # confedcrates 
of this crowne the whe taketh al fo2 
beholders wpttneſſcs and Judges of 
his fidelite, & integryte, in the cofcr- 
uation of the ſtate of þ kinge, whoſe 
inuocencye fulf of al good hope hath 
not deſerued to be i captiuity of thoſe 
which byy benefites of his pꝛedeteſ⸗ 
ſours 4 fathers haue bene rapſed vp 
in authoziie , ſo that now they ſhuld 
ſo mantfeſtiy conſpire p rupne of the 
fone, ofthe quene his mother, t of al 
the eſtates of this realme.
